believes that if the request is refused^ he will, reluctantly, institute 
action in the courts* He states that he does not wish to embroil PJMACHD£5 
in a public suit which mi£^t produce unfavorable publicity for the Paris 
Office, but it is our impression that he may do so because of the extreme 
difficulty of his current financial situation* 



3 * C believes, to the extent that our limited acquaintance 
with this case makes such a Judgpient reasonable, that it would be in the 
best Interests of all concerned — including QKIVORY — to accede to the 
subject's request as soon and as gracefully as possible. Pyi, despite the 
bitter tone of the attachment, the subject assures us that his hostility 
is directed solely at certain individuals in QKIVOiiy and not, in any sense, 
at KUBARK.

in monetary equivedent the return transportation and freight allow- 
ances to which I am entitled# 

In an entirely arbitrary manner, the (1) has taken 

the position that my resignation letter of 3 July 195S in effect 

breached the contract between the . and myself, with which 

I disagree, (2) has set 10 July 195Fas the effective date of my 
resignation, which is inconsistent with my letter, with the sense 
of my contract, and with my intent in the matter, conveyed at the 
time to representative in Paris, and (3) has pro- 

vided return transportation in the form of air line tickets which 
become invalid on 10 October 195S# 

I am thus put in an entirely untenable position, since to 
return to the United States prior to 10 October would involve heavy 
income tax liabilities under Section 911 of the Income Tax Code and 
to remain in Europe beyond 10 October would result in my being 
without return transportation for myself and my family# 

I regard as perfectly reasonable my request that • 
settle the above allowances in cash# To do so would not alter the 
amount involved nor entail additional effort or expenditure onjtha 
C part# To refuse to do so I can only interpret as point- 
less vindictiveness on ; * part, an interpretation 

strengthened by the fact that ......... ,has made this type of 

cash settlement with others in the past# 

Having been forced into this position, in which a considerable 
sum is involved, I have gone into the matter carefully and am ad- 
vised by coimsel that I am not without legal recourse, which, quite 
frankly, I sincerely hope to avoid, for obvious reasons# 

As I previously informed you in advance of my resignation, I 
now inform you of this situation, with the request that you do what 

you can to arrange that • -make immediate settlement of 

these allowances, properly due me, in cash# 

Since I must make a number of decisions before 10 October, I 
would be most appreciative of a response from you at your earliest 
opportunity.
